Property of the Pacific Gas and 
Electri¢ Company in Mayfield, now 
part of Palo Alto, is valued at $121,-

Railroad Commission. Palo Alto wants 
to buy the Mayfield equipment of the 
utility company and the commission 
fixed the price. 


Work on the new 22 inch natural 
gas transmission line of the Standard 
Oil Company through Contra Costa 
County and which will serve the Coast 
Counties’ distributing system in that 
territory, was started with the arrival 
at Martinez of a crew of twenty-four 
men. 

Butte County paid $3900 to main- 
tain delinquent boys and girls in state 
reformatories for the six months end- 
ed November 30, according to Lucy 
Richards, auditor. 

The plan by which the state wil) 
withdraw from the land colonies at 
Durham and Delhi is meeting with 
favor among Durham colonists, Lee 
W. Pray, chairman of the settlers’ 
committee, said. Pray predicted a big 
majority will accept the plan, and 
that it probably will go into effect. 

San Jose State College is now quall- 
fied to issue two new degrees, accord- 
ing to an announcement by President 
T. W. MacQuarrie. They are in librar- 
ianship and in school supervision and 
administration. 

Articles of incorporation of the 
Western Empire Mines Company Ltd. 
were filed with the county clerk at 
San Andreas. The company will en- 
gage in mining in the Hodson district, 
Calaveras County. It has taken over 
the old Royal mine and several adja- 
cent c!aims. Capitalization was placed 
at $5,090,000. 

An extensive building campaign, in- 
cluding modern hotel and amusement 
facilities, is planned for one of Cali- 
fornia’s oldest resorts, near St. 
Helens, Napa County, according to 
information revealed with the filing of 
articles of incorporation by White 
Sulphur Springs of California Ltd. 
Roy H. Mercier, president, says $200, 
000 will be spent on improvements. 

Annual reapportionment of United 
States funds collected from the sale 
of tiniber in various counties was 
made by Comptroller Ray L. Riley. 
Alameja County was given $12,038, 
Los Angeles $9824, Fresno $41,646, 
Plumas $70,039 and Tuolumne $43,346. 
A grazd total of $356,981 distributed 
among the counties represents 25 per 
cent o? receipts of sale of federal for- 
est lads during the past year.

The Navy Yard Association of Mare 
Island recently acknowledged receipt 
from the Vallejo city council of a 
copy of the proposed lease agreement 
between the city of Vallejo and the 
Mare Island Ferry Company. 


Rights of way have been obtained 
for construction of a levee on the 
western bank of the Feather River 
northeast of Biggs. The Feather River 
fills an old channel during period of 
extreme high water and Biggs and 
much of the surrounding country is 
flooded. In 1927 the Pacific highway 
for miles was under water. 


Authorization to launch the 10,000 
ton cruiser Chicago April 10 was re- 
ceived at Mare Island navy yard from 
the secretary of the navy. A Chicago 
resident is expected to christen the 
vessel, which is 600 feet long, and has 
a beam of sixty-five feet. The keel 
was laid September 10, 1928, and the 
completion date is March 13, 1931.

The fa@llowing con nunication has 
been received for pub: ‘cation. 

A few days ago {t}:re appeared a 
statement in one of the papers ap- 
pearing in this city wiich would lead 
the reader to believe tiiat the Stanford 
Park Property Owners Association was 
just recently organiz d and for the 
sole purpose of prote ting the paving 
program recently proposed for this 
section. 

This is so fur from being the fact 
that it probably would be of consider- 
able interest, and no doubt add to the 
information, of the more recent com- 
ers to Menlo Park, and to those mem- 
bers of the Menlo Park City Council 
who have only become identited with 
the community in late years, if a brief 
history of this Association was giv- 
en some publicity. 

As early as 1916, some fourteen year's 
ago, twenty-five of the then residents 
and property owners of the Stanford 
Park area, and comprising practically 
all the residents on the tract, formed 
themselves into an organization for 
the purpose of protecting their mutual 
interests, of securing needed improve- 
ments and regulations particularly in 
relation to building restrictions and 
sanitation. 

The first meetings were held at the 
home of Alphonse Seiller in early 1917, 
and continueq for two years, and some 
results were accomplished, although 
the section was then unincorporated 
county area and there was very little 
which could be accomplished. The ad- 
vent of the World War and the con- 
struction of Camp Fremont temporari- 
ly caused a lessening of the activities 
of the Association. Meetings were re- 
sumed in 1920, and have continued 
ever since whenever there existed any 
issue or reason for existence. 

It is interesting to note that Mr. 
Seiller, one of the founders of the 
Association 14 years ago, is president 
of the Association today, and Dr. Ly- 
don Gowell, who acted as the Associ- 
ation’s secretary for many years is 
now a member of the executive com- 
mittee. 

It is also well to point out that of 
the original 25 members, all but six 
are still active members. The member- 
ship has grown gradually from the 
original few to over 150, the largest 
increases being during the last two 
years due to the recent rapid growth 
of the section itself. 

In view of the fact that this or- 
ganization has been studying the needs 
of its section long efore Menlo Park 
obtained the status of a City, or had 
any City Council, and many years be-

tions under which famous writers dic 
their work. For some, tobacco was ih 
dispensable.

So did Francois 
Coppee, and Huysmans was a greaj 
cigarette smoker. Both of these mer 
also found the society of cats a stimu- 
lant to their inspiration, as did Theo- 
phile Gautier and Baudelaire, The 
stury and vigorous Jean Richepin, who 
reproached Paul Bourget for drinking 
nothing but water, used to do twenty 
minutes of gymnastic exercise before 
sitting down to work, and Mistral 
could only write poetry after a sharp 
walk, Ernest Renan used to stare into 
the palm of his hand as if his ideas 
eame from there, Balzac, who could 
eat with a gargantuan appetite when 
he had finished working, needed the 


help neither of wine nor tobacco. 
| which he detested, although Lamar- 
tine falsely accused him of showing 
teeth blackened by the nicotine of 
clears. Chateaubriand, when he dic: 
tated to his secretary, wsed to walk

Origin of “Head Tax”

No one liquid will remove all of these 
substanees. Hydrochloric or sulphuric 


| acid will loosen the deposit, but will 
| corrode the pens and be bad for the 
skin and clothing.
